A SA ILO R 'S F A T E .

Concluded. 
"Lei go and haul down," he shouted, and 
his voice was quickly lost amid pie loud 
“ Way-ay-ay-ay I down with ’im I snug down, 
of the meu, and tho booming aud fluttering of 
the cam as as It came flapping and bellying 
down Hie stay. 
“ Belay your 
downhaul! 
shouted the second mate as the sail reached 
the boom. 
“ Jump out there, half a dozen of 
you, and roll bim up. 
Look aliva now, lioys, 
he added, we want to reef!” 
Brown sprang 
by mo as I belayed tho downhaul, and be wus 
the first man upon the boom, whilo I, bavin 
to secure the rope properly, was the sixth and 
last. 
Brown was therefore tho farthest out 
of all, while I was nearest in. 
Picking tho 
sail up rapidly we were rolling it up In 
“ skin," when, “hang on all, out there I” cried 
a voice, and tho next thing I knew, sail, men 
boom and all were under water and then out 
of It again. 
With the instinct of self-preser 
vatlon strong upon me, I bad seized hold of 
the jib stay at the first alarm and came out 
all right, and couldn’t have gone far under 
water. 
Of the other five, four were clinging 
to the iKioni and guys, and one was missing— 
Brown. 
That instant wo hoard and saw him 
iii tho water, not twenty feet away from the 
ship, and swimming actively. 
“ M ail overboard I" was the startling cry 
wbicli rang through the air above the bellow­ 
ing of the galo, and Immediately the mate and 
some of his watch sprang to clear away the 
leo quarter boat—a whaleboat—while 
the 
third mate rushed forward with a circular life 
preferrer which ho threw with all bis strength 
toward Brown. 
The wind was increasing 
rapidly ami it was necessary to keep the sails 
shivering half the timo in order to save the 
sitars as Hic fast Hying squalls boca mo more 
furious. 
Of course the ship forged ahead, 
though slowly, and at tho same time drifted 
bodily to leeward. 
Brown readied tho life buoy upou which ho 
mounted and sat down cross-legged instead 
of swimming and pushing it before him to­ 
wards the ship, na ho might uasily have done. 
Lines were thrown towards bim, but they 
would not reach half way. 
Tile whaleboat 
was lowered, but stove before it reached the 
wider, and had to be hoisted at the davits 
again. 
Then we wore ship, for we were Pass­ 
ing him in tim water, and tho other quarter 
bout was lowered away only to share the fate 
of the otlier one. Wo then wore ’round again, 
endeavoring to keep near him,tho gale al! the 
time increasing in violence, Hie topsails belly­ 
ing and flapping, the masts tending and 
groaning. 
Many times Brown had been en­ 
couraged to swim towards tho ship, either 
with or without the buoy, but not a word of 
answer did he make—lie oui} shook hi3 head 
dubiously and looked with a longing gaze at 
the vessel, as she drifted farther and farther 
away from bin. 
“ He must be stunned or burt somehow: be 
never acted like a fool before,"said the second 
mate. 
“ Something is tho matter with him 
surely," said oho of the men; if you'll let me 
have the deep sea lead line, I’ll jump over­ 
board and bend it on Hie lifu preserver,Brown 
and all, aud you can haul bim alongside,"con­ 
tinued Hie speaker, an active youngster who 
had defied death by accident many a time lie- 
fore, while on board. 
But the captain would 
not listen to risking another life in that way, 
thinking, and justly, that one was enough at 
a time. 
The galo now increased so rapidly 
that it became absolutely necessary for the 
safety of the ship to shorten sail at once.— 
We had done all that lay in our power for the 
unfortunate man; had reached him with a 
life preserver, almost caught him with fines, 
had stove the two best and only available 
boats trying to lower them, wore ship three 
or four limes in order to give him a chance 
to swim down upon us—ho being ail the time 
to windward—had delayed shortening sail in 
the most reckless manner, that all hands 
might be ready for bis relief, and Dow what 
more could be done? 
If the man would not 
help himself Low could tee help him ? Se 
mounting the weather rail the captain sung 
out to him, “ Brown, I can’t wuit any longer: 
I've done alt I can for you and must attend to 
tile ship's safety. 
If you care anything for 
your fife get off that buoy and swim down to 
tho ship and we'll pick you up.” 
The captain wailed fully a minute to see 
what the man would do. 
Every eye was fixed 
upon that lonely ljgure sitting amid the wild 
waste of waters with folded arms and longing 
look—then as a heavy squall struck the ves­ 
sel and she reeled with the force of the blow, 
the captain sprang to the deck and turning to 
tho mate said, “ Clew down the foretopsail 
sir; I'll try to keep an eye on that poor fellow 
as long as I can." 
With sad hearts we turned lo our impera­ 
tive duty aud for over half an hour were busi­ 
ly engaged “ reefing ber down.” 
Long ere 
we bad finished, darkness had closed in upon 
us, and us we hauled taut tho weather main 
brace, the captain spoke as follows: 
•Well my men, Providence bas taken one 
of our number from us in a singular manner. 
I think that you will bear witness I did all that 
I could to rec aver bim, and only ceased my 
efforts when the safety of tho many demanded 
the abandonment of the one. 
I watched him 
unlit ho faded from my sight, his arms folded 
across ids breast and his eyes fixed upon tim 
ship. 
The watch can go below."

Concluded. 
‘Let go and haul down,” he ahouted, and 
his voico was quickly lost aniid Jhe loud 
Way-ay-ay-ay 1 down with ’im ! snug down,” 
of the men, and theboomiug and fluttering of 
the canvas as it came flapping and bellying 
down the stay. 
“ Belay your downhaul!” 
shouted the second mate as the sail reached 
the boom. 
“ Jump out there, half a dozen of 
you, and roll liim up. 
Look alive now, boys, 
be added, wc want to reef I” Brown sprang 
by mo as I belayed the downhaul, and he was 
the lirst man upon the boom, while I, having 
to secure the rope properly, was the sixth and 
last. 
Brown was therefore the farthest out 
of all, while I was nearest in. 
Picking tho 
sail up rapidly we were rolling it up in a 
skin,” when, “hang on all, out there 1” cried 
a voice, and tho next thing I knew, sail, men, 
boom and all were under water and then out 
of it agaiD. 
With the instinct of self-preser­ 
vation strong upon me, I had seized hold of 
the jib stay at the first alarm and came out 
ail right, and couldn’t have gone far under 
water. 
Of the other five, four were clinging 
to the boom and guys, and one was missing— 
Brown. 
That instant wo heard and saw him 
in the water, not twenty feet away from the 
ship, aud swimming actively. 
‘ M-a-n overboard / ” was the startling cry 
which rang through the air above the bellow­ 
ing of the gale, and immediately the m ate and 
some of his watch sprang to clear away the 
Ico quarter boat—a whaleboat—while 
the 
third mate rushed forward with a circular life 
preserver which ho threw with all his strength 
toward Brown. 
The wind was increasing 
rapidly aud it was necessary to keep the sails 
shivering half the time in order to save the 
spar3 as the fast flying squalls became more 
furious. 
Of course the ship forged ahead, 
though slowly, and at ttio same time drifted 
bodily to leeward. 
Brown readied tho life buoy upou which ho 
mounted and sat down cross-legged instead 
of swimming and pushing it before him to­ 
wards the ship, as ho might easily have done. 
Lines were thrown towards him, but they 
would not reach half way. 
The whaleboat 
was lowered, but stove before it reached the 
water, and iiad to be hoisted at the davits 
again. 
Then we wore ship, for wc were pass­ 
ing him in the water, and tho other quarter 
boat was lowered away only to share ihe fate 
of the other one. We then wore ’round again, 
endeavoring to keep near him,the gale all the 
time increasing in violence, the topsails belly­ 
ing and flapping, the masts bending and 
groaning. 
Many times Brown had been en­ 
couraged to swim towards tbc ship, either 
with or without the buoy, but not a word of 
answer did he make—he only shook lii3 head 
dubiously and looked with a longing gaze at 
the vessel, as she drifted farther and farther 
away from hiai. 
“ He must be stunned or hurt somehow: he 
never acted like a fool before,’’said the second 
mate. 
“ Something is tho m atter with him 
surely,” said ono of the men; if you’ll let me 
have the deep sea lead line, I’ll jump over­ 
board and bend it on the lifa preserver,Brown 
aud all, and you can haul him alongside,’’con­ 
tinued the speaker, an active youngster who 
had defied death by accident many a time be­ 
fore, while on board. 
But the captain would 
not listen to risking another life in that way, 
thinking, and justly, that one was enough at 
a time. 
The gale now increased so rapidly 
that it became absolutely necessary for the 
safety of the ship to shorten sail at once.—

more cculd be done? 
If the man would not 
help himself how could tee help him ? So 
mounting the weather rail tho captain sung 
out to him, “ Brown, I can’t wait any longer: 
I’ve done all I can for you and must attend to 
the ship’s safety. 
If you care anylhing for 
your life get off that buoy and swim down to 
the ship and we'll pick you up.” 
The captaiu waited fully a minute to see 
what the man would do. 
Every eye was fixed 
upon that lonely figure sitting amid the wild 
waste of waters with folded arms and longing 
look—then as a Heavy squall struck the ves­ 
sel and she reeled with the force of the blow, 
the captain sprang to the deck and turning to 
the mate said, “ Clsw down the foretopsail 
sir; I’ll try to keep an eye on that poor fellow 
as long as I can.” 
With gad hearts we turned to our impera­ 
tive duty and for over half an hour were busi­ 
ly engaged “ reefing her down.” Long ere 
we had finished, darkness had closed in upon 
us, and as we hauled taut tho weather main 
brace, the captain spoke as follows: 
“ Well my men, Providence has taken one 
of our number from us in a singular manner. 
I tbiuk that you will bear witness I did all that 
I could to recover him, and only ceased my 
efforts when the safety of the many demanded 
the abandonment of the one. 
I watched him 
until bo faded from my sight, his arms folded 
across his breast and hi3 eyes fixed upon the 
ship.

Horrible cases of this kind have oc­ 
curred under Hie very eyes of courts arni 
churches; and, sometimes, with the connie- 
alice of one or I loth. Mr. Prince, iii a bill just 
ordered to a third reading in the House at Al­ 
bany, pro;Kines to throw a new impediment or 
two in the way of th It summary relegation of 
Innocent persons to a imd-hoiue. 
The Hill 
provides that “ two reputable physicians" in 
each com ity shall alg J aberuncate to tin* ef­ 
fect that in their opinion a given case is oue 
of undoubted lunacy bufore any further move­ 
ment eau ba nude. 
Aud behind Ibis, any 
judge of a coart of r our I, or a county Judge, 
may invalidate the certificate aud order a jury 
investigation, if in his judgment the facts in­ 
dicate the propriety of -ach'action. 
W eare 
glad to see H ut the chances of our being sent 
to an insane asylum will Ik* somewhat reduced 
if Mr. 1’ritic •'* bill passes; yet, certain horri­ 
ble openingi for evasions of its true Inteut 
and meaning seem to us to remain. 
What if 
tiro doctors should themselves Ik* crazy ! 
Or, 
what if, boing poor aud penniless, they should 
thankfully accept $23 to swear that ice aru 
crazy! 
What if they should haj»i»eii to tako 
radical and exalted views of wh it constitutes 
a truly round mind, and send us to Utica 
merely tor our playful aud “ antic disjiosi- 
tio n !"

The bill reported by the Post Olllce Com­ 
mittee in regard to the distribution of public 
documents came up as a special order and 
Woodford of New York raised a question of 
consideration, remarking that he wanted lo 
have action on subject of the $44,000,000 re­ 
serve and that it was a quostion of public 
printing and franking on oue side aud of na­ 
tional finances ou tiro other.

Select an article fo r which there is a popu­ 
lar dem and or for which you have good 
reasons for believing you can create such 
dema id. 
Be sure it possesses intrinsic m erit and 
value and is really what you intend to aspire 
tiro public it is. it is a mistake to suppo-e 
that advertising will Bell a won bless article 
any length of time. 
Tiro public may be in­ 
duced to give it a trial, but will speedily drop 
it, to your cost. 
Feed pour way carefully al jiest, so as to 
satisfy yourself that you are not mistaken in 
supposing Blat you have a good tiling which 
the public will buy at a profit to yourself. 
When these points are satisfactorily settled, 
tiro money you expend iii judicious newspaper 
advertising is ascertain to pay you as any in­ 
vestment you can make. 
The experience of 
successful advertisers bas demonstrated th is 
over and over. 


HOW TO BEGIN. 
Go to an honest, intelligent, wellestablished 
advertising agent. 
The less you know about 
newspapers the more you will be apt to think 
you know, and, well informed as you may bo, 
lie is likely lo be more so, because such Infor­ 
mation is in the line of his business, and is 
only acquired by special and long experi­ 
ence. 
Take Ids advice in regard to newspapers 
most suitable for your particular purpose, 
and let bim expend such amount as you in­ 
struct. 
if he understands his business, he 
will save you time and money. 
Many a man 
Im* ignorantly thrown away thousands of dol­ 
lars iu learning trow to advertise. 
There are certain facts, however, about 
newspaper* which should In; kept in mind by 
an advertiser, which un mainly these: — 
Their cirotilutiou. 
Tiro class of people who read them. 
Their influence with their roaders. 
Their rates of advertising. 
l f you hare an article which appeals to 
Hie general public, Bio circulation and rates 
and influence are mainly to bo taken into ac­ 
count. If your sales are to be made chiefly to 
a certain class of the community, then the 
kind of readers a newspaper lins is to be con­ 
sidered. 
For example, it would not be judi­ 
cious to advertise a sewing-machine in tiro fi­ 
nancial journals of Wall street; but if your 
good* are wanted by all sorts o f im)pie, then 
look chiefly to circulation and rates. 
Do not fa ll into the common error of think­ 
ing a newspaper expensive because its rates 
are high. 
Such newspapers are likely to be 
fouud the chea|KMt oil a fair basis of estimate 
a n d ’comparison witli others. 
Advertising 
rte* do not usually advance in proportion to 
tho circulation, ami the .newspapets of large 
circulation can afford to advertise cheaper 
than those uf less. 
There are many reason* 
why this ii so—and we have not space hero 
to give them, but such is the fact. 
The New 
York Daily Sun, forjlnstance, with its euor- j 
mons circulation, cu t and does advertise at j 
a price by the line, per thousand of it* issue, I 
which a daily of say leu thousand circulation j 
can not aflord to do. 
Besides, a prosperous, | 
influential and famous newspaper go'1* to its I 
readers with a force anti Influence which ex­ 
tend to its advertising columns. 
H ating chosen the tirtt-lest, lake the next 
best, and so 011 down through tiro* ranks; but 
if you can only use a limited number of jour­ 
nals, whether dally or weekly, secular or re­ 
ligious, let them be the inst of their class— 
that is, the widest circulated and most bilbi- j 
clitia!. 
Don't advertise stingily. 
Belter keep out | 
of the newspapers altogether than spend just I 
enough to pay for tucking your advertisements ; 
away out of sight. A good many men expend j 
their ingenuity iu contriving how they con 
get an advertisement into a newspaper so it J 
will escape notice, and cull it economy. 
Ti.;* j 
is like painting half tiro figures in your buri- I 
lieu number on your sign. 
Mr. Robert Bon­ 
ner, the publisher, and Mr. A. T. .Stewart, Hie 
merchant, dou't use newspaper space iii lids 
May. 
Keep up your stroke. 
Tiro public know* 
when an advertiser is tim id aud half-seared 
and when lie means business, and believe* iii 
himself and bis goods, and it will act accord­ 
ingly. 
Many an advertiser misses a near-at- 
hand success by quitting too soon. 
Tile pub­ 
lic won't rush in aud buy you out the first day; 
it has other tilings to think of. 
.Some will 
read your announcement and buy at once; 
others will glance at it one week, read it tho 
next, and buy tiro third; others will be haunted 
by it till they are, at last, obliged lo look you 
up to ease their mind*, and your are mean­ 
while niakiug your name aud business famil­ 
iar to thousands who will come to you some 
time. 
Pay no attention to a silly notion, 
encouraged chiefly by people who have got to 
be prosperous, that it is not the proper tiling 
to push your business through the newspapers. 
It is just as legitimate as putting up a sign 
over your door, aud fur more modest than 
■ending out drummers lo worry people into 
trading with you, for your newspefier adver­ 
tisement addresses uo one iii particular, and 
whoever buys your goods in consequence of 
it really does so without your asking.

Lunalilo ¡3 reputed to liare 
imbibed a wonderful deal of whiskey and other 
form3 of Uro-water, daring his royal career.- 
We grievo to say that lie did not load his peo­ 
ple in the path of virtue, as kings usually do. 
The giddy height upon which he sat turned 
his head and fuddled his conscience. Ho 
gone and we will not further seek his frailties 
to disclose. His body will be thoroughly 
washed for once, and then entombed beside 
the murmuring sea; for which sheet of water 
he never had any particular aflcclion. A 
light will come oil about the succession as is 
usual in ail highlv-civilized nations. 


TELEGRAPH. 


Crusoe's man Friday—we should say But­ 
ler’s man Simmons, is the source of a bad po­ 
litical stencli in Massachusetts. Last year 
Simmons was denounced by the State Con 
vention as being notoriously unfit for his 
office of Supervisor of Internal Revenue at 
Boston. Now, true to the dictation of the imp 
of the perverse, which seems to rule him, the 
President appoints Simmons to lie Collector 
of the Tort of Boston; the highest federal 
office in the New England states. If tlio Re­ 
publicans of the Bay State fail to reciprocate 
this emphatic slap in tlie face, they are much 
more stupid and dirt-eating men than we take 
them to be. Grant has either surrendered 
all hope of renomination and re-election, or 
has made up his mind that he can have both 
in spite of the opposition of his former friends 
in Massachusetts. Nothing could constitute 
a cleaner and more unmistakable challenge 
to them to do iheir worst than ilie open ii 
suit involved in the appointment of Sinnnon 
The raershants of Boston are almost unani­ 
mously opposed to thi3 confirmation; and if, 
after the protest they are making through 
their state delegation in Congress, the Seuute 
confirms the nomination, the conclusion will 
be irresistable that the “ cold and clammy” 
touch of the Esau of the House has lieeu laid 
upon the oilier chamber. 


Illcd ical H’sycU oloify. 
How much evidence is necessary to prove 
a man a lunatic and who is competent to givo 
it, is a very profound question. It is no new 
thing in history for men and women to bu shut 
up within the wails of prisons or asylums on 
allegations of insanity which were the inali 
cious fabrications of parties interested, in a 
monetary or sonic other way, in such incarce­ 
ration. Horrible cases of this kind have oc­ 
curred under the very eyes of courts and 
churches; and, sometimes, with the conniv­ 
ance of one or both. Mr. Prince, in a bill just 
ordered to a third reading in the House at Al­ 
bany, proposes to throw a new impediment or 
two in the way of this summary relegation of 
innocent persons to a mad-house. The bill 
provides that “ two reputable physicians” 
each county shall siga a¡certificate to the ef 
feet that in their opinion a given case is one 
of undoubted lunacy before any further move­ 
ment can be made. And. behind this, any 
judge of a court of record, or a county judge, 
may invalidate the certificate and order a jury 
investigation, if in his judgment the facts in 
dicate the propriety of such ¡action. We are 
glad to see that the chances of our being sent 
to an insane asylum will be somewhaL reduced 
if Mr. Prince’s hill passes; yet, certain horri 
ble openings for evasions of its true intent 
and meaning seem to us to remain. What if 
the doctors should themselves be crazy ? Or, 
what if, being poor aud penniless, they should 
thankfully accept $25 to swear that ice aro 
crazy? What if they should happen to tako 
radical and exalted views of what constitutes 
a truly sound mind, and send us to Ulica 
merely for our playful and “ antic disposi­ 
tion?” What if both doctors should be allo­ 
paths and taka no mercy on us because we 
had once employed au eclectic or a homoeopath 
to relieve our pains ? These terrible possibili­ 
ties modify our joy over Mr. Prince’s bill 
And if its enemies should press the question 
of sanity under its own law, wiiut would be­ 
come of the Legislature itself? 


T h e D em o cratic A ddress. 
For the Democratic Central Committee to 
address its constituents is something so un­ 
common in this county as to cause general 
curiosity as to the reasons assigned. There 
was a time when the Democratic Central Com­ 
mittee issued its orders, sent them out into 
the towns, and they came back ratified in the 
shape of supervisors or officials as plastic to 
the will of the ringleaders as clay to the pot­ 
ter. The change from orders to an address is 
so great a3 to accurately represent the differ­ 
ence between then and now. 
One of the features of the address which 
will first attract the surprised attention of the 
reader is the paiuful lack of comprehension it 
evinces of the cause of its own birth. In the 
littering generalities which flash and shim­ 
mer througii the lo.ig space between “Fellow 
Democrats” and the concluding date, we And 
plump confession of defeat, but au ignorance 
of its causes so profound that it must ,be pre­ 
tended. The roason why the Democratic par­ 
ty in Ulster, once so strong, becamo so weak 
is so obvious to everybody else that it 3ecms 
incredible that it should not have penetrated 
the minds of this Committee. And when this 
Committee urge the people of tlio several 
towns to send Democratic supervisors that 
we may have economy in expenditure, incor­ 
ruptibility in office, ar.d a lightening of public 
burdens, readers simply look at each other in 
bewilderment, and wonder if it be possible 
that rneu of sufficient intelligence to serve on 
a political central committeo can bo so lack­ 
ing in ordinary comprehension as not to know 
that the Democratic party in Ulster was de­ 
throned because it wa3 conspicuously corrupt, 
enormously extravagant in expenditure, and 
specially and unceasingly active in heaping 
grievous burdens upon the lax-payera. 
It is quite true, and the people should 
never forget the faci, that prominent Demo­ 
crats individually rendered valuable, untiring 
and highly honorable service in the cause ’of 
reform; but the official organization of the 
Democratic party, its press, and the leaders 
who run its machinery were never the friends 
but rather the deadly foes of reform.

Til* Address in one paragraph calls up­ 
on the people to rally to the Democratic stan­ 
dard against corruption, and in the next calls 
those who refused to support corruption even 
at the party’s behest “ traitors” and “ cow­ 
ards.” “ Give U3 a Democratic Board of Su­ 
pervisors that we may liavo good manage­ 
ment and economy in public expenses,” says 
the Address; anda Board with a Democratic 
majority of three can hardly have faded out 
of recollection that audited without a qualm 
a sheriff’s bill of $12,000, and voted to pay 
for keeping Ulster’s prisoners $1.50 mora per 
week than Orange pays. 
But the Address invites us to survey 
broader field than Ulster. With verbal pyro­ 
technics and sentences of jubilating swell the 
Committee tells us there is a smell of Demo 
cratic tar-barrels in the air, anda grand, pop' 
ular uprising in favor of the Democratic par­ 
ty. Where do we find the occasion for these 
verbal fireworks? Whence starts this torch­ 
light procession that illuminates “ Old Uls­ 
ter” willi'the omens of coming victory ? Is 
it in California, with the Democratic party 
cypher in the contest? Is it in Wisconsin, 
with the party formally dissolved ? In Iowa, 
where it disbanded some time ago? Is it in 
Maine, where it only wait3 for the officials to 
agree upon its epitaph?* fn Mississippi, v.liero 
it made no nominations ? Who are the cap­ 
tains in this procession—the Democratic con­ 
gressmen who shouted themselves hoarse 
about back-pay and then deliberately voted 
for Fernando Wood, the worst salary-grabber 
of the lot? And if every Democrat mu3t 
prove truo to bis principles, pray which set 
are they, those before Baltimore, or those at 
Baltimore? At Baltimore it abandoned ev­ 
erything it had done previously, and now it 
practically says Baltimore was a sham.

O ver a u d B a ck . 
A scheme is ou foot to organize a new pil­ 
grimage. Not like the one of which wc spoke 
yesterday, to be made up of Senators and 
Members of Congress, nor just like that to 
Paray-le-Monial last summer; but a pilgrimage 
to Rome by so many of the Catholics of Amer­ 
ica as can afford to pay $350 in gold for the 
round trip. We say “ so many,” though we 
understand the number who can go must not 
exceed two hundred and fifty, or a comfortable 
ship-load. There is nothing in the idea but 
what is commendable. All sects have their 
shrines and sacred places, and there is no 
more a smack of idolatry in feeding one’s re­ 
ligious emotions before the high altar of St. 
Peter’s in Rome than in doing the same tliim 
at the graves of Wesley or Banyan in London! 
Things in this world are pretty fairly balanced 
after all. No sooner do the Oxford essayists 
batter the pillars of orthodoxy, or the grace­ 
less clique of English and Yankee scientists 
put to rout a dozen time-honored scriptural 
interpretations, than the spirit of literalism 
and what Jean Iugelow calls “ ancientry, ” 
is waked from sleep, and straightway we 
have a revival of the antique cameos and bus 
reliefs of the Silurian strata of theology. 
Hyacinthe comes to the United States to kick 
against the idea of detailed and inquisitorial 
papal dictation, and sets in motion a wave of 
sympathy and feeiiug exactly antithetic to his 
own. For every radical ranter who laughs 
at the authority of tradition and dances a 
worldly jig upon the tombs ot starveling saints, 
there will be a lowly palmer, eviscerated of 
wiil and without “ opinions,” to seek those 
very tombs, walking the weary way with peas 
in his sandal shoes. Italy “ regenerate” may 
be learning to think Pió Nono to be only a 
man, and a weak, old man at that; but for 
every subject of Emmanuel who is renegade 
from the faith of the Vatican there will spring 
up in this new West two human souls who 
will think of the Tope as an embryonic natur­ 
alist thinks of Agassiz. Men when they die 
in age often assume the expression of face 
they liqd when they were children. Nations, 
like individuals, arc infants first and last; 
manhood is nothing more than a ridge be­ 
tween two cradle valleys. Asia gave birth to 
the human race, and to Asia it goe3 for the 
seeds of its finest literature and in search of 
hints for its best architecture.

UNITED SI ATES CONGRESS. 
SENATE. 
Washington, Feb. 18. 
Tbe morning hour expired and the Senate 
resumed consideration of tbe bill to equalize 
the distribution of currensy. 
Mr. CHANDLER addressed the Senate. 
He said at a proper time he would offer an 
amendment, which he had read for informa­ 
tion. It provides that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall retire |and destroy a dollar of 
legal tender notes for each dollar in national 
bank notes issued. 
Mr. HOWE gave notice that he would sub­ 
mit an amendment as a substitute for that to 
be proposed by Chandler providing that the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall once in each 
month sell to the highest bidder for United 
States notes coupon bonds equal to cighty-flve 
per cent, of the additional bank circulation 
issued during the month preceding, which 
bonds shall bear interest at a rate of five per 
ceut., payable quarterly, and the principal 
shall be payable at tho pleasure of the gov­ 
ernment after ten years from date, both prin­ 
cipal and interest to bo paid in gold, but 
none of said bonds shall be sold at less ttian 
their par value aud United States note3 re­ 
ceived in exchange therefor shall never be re­ 
issued, but shall he destroyed. 
The question being ou the amendment 
of Scott providing for the redemption 
of the whole volume of national bank 
currency in specie or interest-bearing bonds 
of the United Slates, the yeas and nays were 
taken and it was lost, yeas 28, nays 30, a3 
follows:

Also a bill to provide for deducting any 
debt duo the United States from any judgment 
recovered against the United States by such 
debtor. Passed. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts, from the 
same committee, made an adverse report on 
the memorial for an acknowledgment of Al­ 
mighty God and the Christian religion in the 
Constitution of tho United States. Laid on 
the table. 
The bill reported by the Po3t Office Com­ 
mittee in regard to the distribution of public 
documents came up as a special order and 
Woodford of New York raised a question of 
consideration, remarking that he «’anted to 
have action on subject of the $44,000,000 re­ 
serve and that it was a quostion of public 
printing and franking on oue side and of na­ 
tional finances ou the other. 
The House decided by a very decided ma­ 
jority to proceed with the*bill to provide for 
tbe distribution of public documents printed 
by authority of Congress and of seeds furnished 
by the Agricultural Department, for free ex­ 
change of newspapers between publishers and 
for the free transmission of weekly newspapers 
by mail within the county were published. 
Mr. PACKER stated that there were now iu 
the document rooms of the House and Senate 
some 266,000 volumes of valuable public doc­ 
uments folded and ready for transportation, 
besides pamphlets. 
The postage on these 
books and documents would be about $122,000, 
but if not distributed free througii the mails 
they would be sent by express. The bill only 
applied to Congress the same principle 
under which the various executive depart­ 
ments were now allowed for postage by 
having 
special 
stamps 
furnished 
to 
them and whi«h were furnished up to 
the 8th of September, 1873, to the nominal 
value of $1,990,478. In the Treasury Depart­ 
ment special stamps were furnished to 648 
persons all over the country and he thought 
it safe to say that they were U3ed by ten times 
that number of persons. Packer staled that 
the cost of mail transportation for the year 
preceding tbe abolition of the franking privi­ 
lege wa3 nearly $2,000,000 les3 than the esti­ 
mated expenses for the current year and near­ 
ly $3,000,000 less than the estimate for the 
next fiscal year. Some of that increase or 
course was attributable to the extension of 
postal routes, but it was clear that nothing 
had been saved by the abolition of the frank­ 
ing privileges. 
Mr. CANNON of Illinois, a member of the 
Post Office Committee, addressed the House 
in advocacy of the bill. He believed that tho 
provisions of the bill were right, and believ­ 
ing so he had back-bone enough to advocate 
at the risk of incurring newspaper criticism. 
He had been informed this morning by the 
assistant postmaster of New York city that 
ninety per cent, of the volume of mail matter 
passing through tbot post-office consisted of 
newspapers and periodicals, and he had been 
informed by the Third Assistant Postmaster 
General that five-sixths of all the mail matter 
of the country was made up of newspapers 
and periodicals, and that a large proportion 
of them were printed in the great cities. 
Without taking action on the bill the House 
at 4:30 P. M. took a recess until 7:30 P. M., 
the evening session to be for the considera­ 
tion of the bill to revise tbe statutes. 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS. 
Mr. BRAMAN offered the followi ng, which 
was adopt*!: 
Resolved, That the Commissioners appointed 
uuder and by virtue of chapter 713, of the 
Lawsofl873, “ An act for the improvement 
of the navigation of the Hudson River,and to 
make an appropriation therefor,” oe required 
within ten days hereafter to report to this 
House the amount expended, work done un­ 
der their direction, where and by whom said 
work was done, and what amouut was paid to 
each individual or company in the prosecutiou 
of said work. The report to be referred to the 
Committee on Ways and Means of this House. 
Mr. WEED offered the followiug, which was 
adopted: 
Resolved, That the Auditor of the Canal 
Department be and is hereby directod to report 
to tliis House, within live days, the exaet 
amount of awards made by the Canal Apprais­ 
ers, for canal damages, for the calendar years 
1870, 1871, 1872 and 1873, for the payment of 
which appropriations have been made by the 
Legislatures of 1871, 1872 and 1873, and the 
necessary amount required to be appropriated 
at this session for awards made in 1873. And, 
also, to report the exact amount awarded (in­ 
cluded in the awards made in the above 
years) on the re-hearing of tiie 260 claims, 
known as the “ Black River Canal and Im­ 
provement-North Lake Reservoir” claims, 
filed under special actof the Legislature,Chap. 
598, Laws of 1869. 
Mr. PHILLIPS offered a preamble and reso­ 
lution authorizing the Committee on Ways 
and Means to inquire into the general admin­ 
istration of tire public affairs of the stale and 
report as soon as practicable what portion of 
the year each head of department devotes to 
his official duties, and also the number of 
hours spent each day in the discharge of those 
duties, and whether such heads of depart­ 
ments are engaged in any other business de­ 
manding a portion of their time, together with 
tire names and compensation of clerks and 
employees, and the time they devote to their 
duties, and whether such clerks or employees 
devote any of their time to oilier occupations. 
Tabled. 
Mr. ALBERGER called up his resolution for 
the appoiutnient of commissioners to the Cen­ 
tennial Exhibition, and it was adopted. 
Mr. BATCIIELLER called up the preamble 
and resolution authorizing tho Finance Com­ 
mittee of the House to hold joint meetings 
for the purpose of considering the whole sub­ 
ject of taxation, and if possible devise some 
plan, and report by bill, by which the burden 
of taxation may be equally distributed, and it 
was adopted. 
THE FIFTH ARTICLE. 
The hour of 12 o’clock having arrived, the 
SPEAKER announced the special order, Hie 
third reading of tire Fifth Article amendin 
the Constitution. Tho resolution directed that 
the final vote should Ire taken without debate. 
As the list was called, lire Speaker called Mr. 
Yedder to the chair. 
Several gentlemen arose to explain their 
votes, and some of them spoke at considera­ 
ble length. 
The amendment was declared lost—yeas 42, 
nays 76. 
Mr. C. S. SPENCER moved to reconsider 
the vote just taken, and hoped it would be 
lost.Mr. VEDDER moved to lay Mr. Spencer’s 
motion on the table. 
Upon that motion, Mr. WEED moved the 
previous question, which was ordered. 
Mr. VEDDEIt’S motion to lay on the table 
was lost—44 to 04. 
The question was then taken ou Mr. C. S. 
SPENCER’S motion to reconsider, and it was 
lost—48 to 67. 
Mr. FISII called up his resolution calliu 
upon tire Sheriff, County Clerk and Registrar 
of New York to report the amount of fees re 
cerved by them during the year 1873. 
Mr. P. WOODS moved to amend this roso 
lution so a3 to include every county in the 
State. Lost. 
The resolution of Mr*. Fish wa3 then adopt 
eJ.Mr. DALY, authorizing the Committee on 
Commerce and Navigation to inquire what 
legislation is needed to remedy existing bur­ 
dens and abuses upon the commercial inter­ 
ests of New York city, said committee to re 
port by the 13th of March, and to have power 
to send for persons and papers. 
Mr. SLOAN, asking for a stenographer for 
the Committee on Privileges and Elections, 
Agreed to. 
Adjourned to II o’clock to-morrow.

Feel your way carefully at Jirst, so as to 
satisfy yourself that you are trot mistaken in 
supposing that you have a good thing which 
the public will buy at a profit to yourself. 
When these points are satisfactorily settled, 
the money you expend in judicious newspaper* 
advertising is ascertain to pay you as any in­ 
vestment you can make. The experience of 
successful advertisars has demonstrated this 
over and over.

Take his advice in regard to newspapers 
most suitable for your particular purpose, 
and let him expend such amount as you in­ 
struct. If lie understands his business, he 
will save you time and money. Many a man 
lias ignorantly thrown away thousands of <!-.»!- 
lars in learning bow to advertise. 
There are certain facts, however, about 
newspapers which should be kept in mind by 
an advertiser, which art mainly these: — 
Their ciroulatiou. 
The class of people who read them. 
Their influence with their readers. 
Their rates of advertising. 
If you have an article which appeals to 
the general public, tlio circulation and rates 
and in fluence arc mainly to be taken into ac 
count. If your sales are to be made chiefly to 
a certain class of the community, then the 
kind of leaders a newspaper lias is to bo con­ 
sidered. For example, it would not bo judi­ 
cious to advertise a sewing-machine in Hie fi­ 
nancial journals of Wall street; but if your 
goods are wanted by all sorts of people, then 
look chiefly to circulation and rates. 
Do not fall into the common error of think­ 
ing a newspaper expensive because its rate 
are high. Such newspapers are likely to be 
found the cheapest ou a fair basis of estímale 
and‘comparison with others. 
Adverlisin 
rt03 do not usually advance in proportion to 
tlio circulation, and Hie .nervspapets of large 
circulation can afford to advertise cheaper 
than those of less. There are many reasons 
why this is so—and we have not space here 
to give them, but such is the fact. The New 
York Daily Sun, forjitistance, with its cnor 
mou3 circulation, can and does advertise at. 
a price by the line, per thousand of its issiu 
which a daily of say ten thousand circulation 
can not afford to do. Besides, a prosperous, 
influential and famous newspaper goes to its 
readers with a force and influence which ox 
tend to its advertising columns. 
Having chosen the first-best, tako the next 
best, and so oil down through the ranks; but 
if you can only use a limited number of jour­ 
nals, whether daily or weekly, secular or r 
ligious, let them be the best of their class 
that is, the widest circulated and most influ­ 
ential. 
Don't advertise stingily. Better* keep ou 
of the newspapers altogether than spend jus 
enough to pay for tucking your advertisements 
away out of sight. A good many men expend 
their ingenuity in contriving how they can 
get an advertisement into a newspaper so 
will escape notice, and call it economy. Thi 
is like painting half tho figures in your busi 
ness number on your* sign. Mr. Robert Bon 
net*, the publisher, and Mr. A. T. Stewart, the 
merchant, don’t use newspaper space iu U¡¡, 
rway.Keep up your stroke. The public know 
when an advertiser is timid and half-scared 
and when lie means business, and believes in 
hinrself and I113 goods, and it will act accord­ 
ingly. Many an advertiser misses a near-at- 
hand success by quitting too soon. The pub­ 
lic won’t rush in and buy you out the first day; 
it has other things to think of. Some will 
read your announcement and buy at once; 
others will glance at it one week, read it tho 
next, and buy the third; others will be haunted 
by it till they are, at last, obliged to look you 
up to ease their minds, and your are mean­ 
while makiug your name and business famil­ 
iar to thousands who will come to you some 
time. Pay no attention to a silly notion, 
encouraged chiefly by people who have got to 
be prosperous, that it is not the proper thing 
to push your business through the newspapers. 
It is just as legitimate as~putting up a sign 
over your door, and far more modest than 
sending out drummers to worry people into 
trading with you, for your newspaper adver­ 
tisement addresses no one in particular, and 
whoever buys your goods in consequence of 
it really does so without your asking.

An article In the Courier of this week, on 
the blue stone trade, reminded one of our old­ 
est resident# to give u* the following informa­ 
tion : 
The first blue stone ever quarried and seut 
to market were gotten out at Westbrookville, 
in Sullivan counly, very near the line of Or 
auge, in 1830. 
The stone were sent down 
the Delaware A Hudson Canal to Rondout, 
where they were shipped on board of a sloop 
of which Mr. Charles McEntee of this city 
was owner and captain, and taken to New 
York for sale. 
In those days the sidewalks 
wore laid in brick and people were opposed to 
all innovations on old customs, so no market 
could be obtained for the blue stono and they 
were accordingly brought back to Rondout 
by tho same vessel in which they wont to New 
York. 
The President’s house, now the residence of 
Mr. S. D. Coy kemlall, wa* then in course of con­ 
struction, and thole flagging stone were used 
to pave the area. 
No doubt the identical 
stone are yet where they were first laid. 
The failure to find a m arket for the first 
blue stone sent to New York put a stop to all 
quarrying G yrations at Westbrookville for 
thirty-five years, but an immense traffic has 
since grown up in that region.

ange, in 1830. The stone were sent down 
the Delaware & Hudson Canal to Rondout, 
where they were shipped on board of a sloop 
of which Mr. Charles McEntee of this city 
was ovvner'and captain, and taken to New 
York for sale. In those days the sidewalks 
were laid in brick and people were opposed to 
all innovations 0:1 old customs, so no market 
could be obtained for the blue stone and they 
were accordingly brought back to Rondout 
by the same vessel in which they went to New 
York.
